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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Steineletal. (US 4,642,158). 

Steinel discloses all the recited elements of the invention including a hand tool 
portion having a working end (e.g., at 7) and a forced air portion having a blower and an 
outlet (e.g., at 6). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claim 12 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Steinel. 
Steinel discloses the invention substantially as claimed except for a fastener 

including a first curved wall defining an aperture and an extending portion coupled to 
the first curved wall. However, it would have been obvious to one having ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to employ such a fastener as 
taught by Applicant's Admitted Prior Art on the device of Steinel for coupling two 
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elements. It is noted that the common knowledge or well-known in the art 
statement of the previous office action has been taken to be admitted prior art 
because applicant either failed to traverse the examiner's assertion of official notice 
or that the traverse was inadequate. See MPEP § 2144.03. 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments filed July 31 , 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant contends that Steinel does not show a caulking gun. 
The examiner disagrees. The device of Steinel is capable of caulking.
